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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicants arguments filed 1/27/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

2. The applicant argues that the prior art references teach additional compounds which are 
specifically excluded by the transitional phrase "consisting essentially of." 

3. Although the applicant's arguments are appreciated, the applicant has not provided any 
support for the arguments. The applicant has not pointed to recitation in the specification which 
would indicate that the prior art compounds would negatively impact the performance of the 
instant invention. As the applicant's arguments are not substitute for evidence or disclosure, such 
arguments are not considered persuasive. 

4. The remainder of the applicant's arguments are directed towards differences in intended 
use of the instant composition and the prior art compositions. 

5. It should be noted that intended use recitations and other types of functional language 
cannot be entirely disregarded. However, in composition claims, intended use must result in 
structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentable 
distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art (see MPEP 2111 .02). Furthermore, 
applicant may not rely upon the preamble to distinguish his claimed composition from that of the 
prior art, where the preamble does not constitute a limitation of a claim when it states a purpose 
or intended use (see Loctite Corp. V. Ultraseal Ltd., 781 F.2d 861, 868, 228 USPQ 90, 94 (Fed. 
Cir. 1985)).
